port so a6 to strengthen ite military position in the Par Bast. Military quarters in 
Western Burope have siso ealled for redoubled vigilance agpinst Soviet expansion in 
Africa, the Hed Sea and the Mediterranean. They have warned of Soviet attempts to encircle 
Western Burope by linking naval exparmion in the south with the Soviet Baltic Sea fleet 

in northern Burope, 


What has attracted attention is that the Soviet Union hes not only reinforeed ite north 
Pacific fleet in recent months tut has also moved into regions hitherto controlled by 
the United States, such as the South Pacific, the Indian Seean, the eastern coast of the 
African Continent and the South Atlantic. Beesguse Seviet tentacles have reached many 
regions, they have directiy and gravely affected the shipping lanes of Vest Buropean 
mations, particularly Japan's long-distance shipping lanes.

[Text] Wanei, 1° Sug (HSTNHIA)--The statement on settling the question of the Chinese 
nationals stranded on the Vietnamese side of the Sine-Vietnamese border made by ‘oane 
Bich Son, head of the Vietnamese Government delegation, in hie interview with VINTHAN Whw 
AGENCY on August 17 does not fully tally with the setual situation of the negotiations, 
pointed out Chung Hsi-tune, leader of the Chinese Government delegation for the Sino- 
Vietnamese neogtiations on Chinese nationals residing in Vietnam, Chung Hei-tung made the 
statement in an interview with HOSTNNHUA phere today, 


According to VWA, Hoang Bich Son said in his interview with the agency that "at the 
August 15 session, the Vietnamese cide raised this clear demand: ‘ree if the Chinese 
side continues blocking the checkpoints, it must let the Vietnamese side take these 
Hoas back to their former places of domicile, and must neither covertly nor overtly 
incite them to stay out and wait at the checkpoints with the aim of causing trouble toe 
Vietnam in the border areas.” Speaking at this session, Chinese nead-delegate Chung 
Hisi-tung deciared: ‘We will agree if the Vietnamese side brings them (Hoa people) back 
to their previous domiciles,'” 


Tis statement of the head of the Vietnamese delegation was intended to give the impression 
that the leader of the Chinese Government delegation has tacitly admitted that these 
Chinese nationals were"instigated” by the Chinese side “to stay out and wait at the 
checkpoints” and that the proposal to send these Chinese nationale to their former places 
of domicile was put forth by the Vietnamese side and then agreed by the Chinese side. 


Commenting on this VA report, the Chinese delegation leader Chung Hisi-tune told HSINHUA; 
Fead of the Vietnamese delegation Hoang Bich Son did not correctly express the opinion 
of the Chinese side, The fact is that right at the first session of the Sino-Vietnamese 
negotiations at the vice-foreign minister level, we urged the Vietnamese side to settie 
immediately the question of the Chinese nationals stranded on the Vietnamese side of the 
Sino-Vietnamese border, At the second session we again solemnly raised our proposal on 
thie matter,

[Text] Peking, 21 Aug--While denying that they have expelled Overseas Chinese, °| 
Vietnamese authorities undermined the Sino-Vietnamese agreement on border control and 
continued to force Overseas Chinese refugees to return to China by avoiding China's bor- 
der checkpoints, The refugees have been forced to sneak across rivers and use pathways. 


On 12 August, 21 Overseas Chinese refugees, under armed escort of Vietnamese public be- 
curity personnel, sneaked across a river at Tunghsing in Kwangsi and returned to China, 


At 1800 on the same day, a truck and two small vehicles left the jail of the public se- 
curity police station on Mong Cai in Quang Ninh Province. On the truck were 21 Over- 
seas Chinese cefugees who were guarded by 8 armed Vietnamese public security personnel, 
The small vehicles were loaded with Vietnamese cadres and public security personnel. 
The three vehicles were driven to the bank of the Peilun River and halted at a point 
more than 3 km from Peilun Bridge on the Sino-Vietnamese border. Two persons with ci- 
meras took pictures of the 21 Overseas Chinese refugees. A Vietnamese public security 
cadre said to them: "You wade the river here in three groups. You are not allowed to 
come back, Anyone who turns back will be shot at three times until you die." He also 


said: "After you cross into China you must not tell of your arrest in Vietnam, If you t: 


them of your arrest the Chinese guards will shoot you." Vietnamese personnel even forced 
the Overseas Chinese refugees to act as their secret agents. They said to the Chinese 
refugees: "After you return to China you must try to obtain informat _1 about Chins's 
military deployment and about arrangements for Overseas Chinese. Yo must write down 

the information on a piece of paper and bring it back, Later when n from the Viet- 
namese side cross over to make contact with you, they will assist y : in completing th: 
procedures for returning to live in Vietnam," 


After they finished speaking, more than 10 armed Vietnamese public security personnel 
lined up in two formations to keep an eye on the Chinese refugrees who waded ‘cross the 


river in three groups.

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These 21 Chinese refugees came from Quang Ha and Thenan counties and Cam Pho Cily in 
Quang Ninh Province. Before they were expelled, they were detained in the Quang Ninh 
prison in Hong Co. They were interrogated many times and some were beaten anv Kicked, 


On 18 August, personnel at China's Tunghsing bopder defense checkpoint met with the 
Vietnamese side and protested Vietnam's continued expulsion of Overseas Chinese and 
exposed Vietnam's act of forcing at gunpoint these 21 Overseas Chinese refugees to sneak 
across the river into China, 


Purthermore, 14 Overseas Chinese frem Ho Chi Minh City arvived in Lao Cai township in 
Hoang Lien Son Province on the afternoon of 8 August and were detained by the local 

Public Security Department. Vietnamese public security personnel openly declared to them, 
"China is now Vietnam's No 1 enemy," After confiscating the Chinese refugees' money and 
belongings, the Vietnamese public security personnel escorted them to the Nam Khe River 
benk which was 1 kilometer from the Hokou Sino-Vietnamese Bridge and ordered them to board 
a bamboo raft to cross the border, At that time the river was rising and flowing very 
swiftly due to several days' rain, The bamboo raft floated down the river and was in 
extreme danger of capsizing. The refugees continuously called for help and were finally 
resoued and brought ashore by (.inese militiamen. Two days before this occurred eight 
Overseas Chinese refugees arrived in Lao Cai. Their money and belongings were confiscated 
by Vietnamese public security personnel. One of them was arrested and taken away. The 
other seven were forced to cross the river to return to China. 


In the vicinity of the Yuyu Kuan, eight Chinese refugees were separately escorted by 
Vietnamese public security personnel to a hill on 10 and 11 August and were forced to 
return over trails to China,

Huang Chieh said as far as he knew, there were 6ti11 many Chine: Lanmuiahing 
prisons in Vietnam. He found out from the Vietnamese public security personne! who 
interrogated him that more than 100 Chinese were being held in Lang Son prison alone, 


The Chinese victims were subjected to inhuman treatment and frequently beaten up. 


A middle school student, Huang Chieh lived in Ho Chi Minh Cit). His father i: iriver 
and his mother did some petty trade with a capital of less than 200 dong. He himself 
worked in his spare time to help his family out. Earlier this year, Huang Chleh was 
called up in the war of aggression against Kampuchea. He decided to dodge the divart 
and go back to China. He was caught on the way together with four other Chinese J 
Yang Ying-ming and Ho Pao-feng and his wife. They were thrown into prison in Lang Jon, 


The first thing he was ordered to do in prison was to fill a form about himself and hi: 
family. Vietnamese public security men told him to write in the form; "The Chinese 
Government uses the Chinese nationals (in Vietnam) as political tools to crea! bstacle: 
in Vietnam's way to socialism." He refused and was sent to cell No 11. There, some 
toughs first hit and kicked him and then lashed out at him with an iron chain wrapped 
with cloth for more than ten minutes until he lost consciousness, 


The prison authorities had taken a photograph of him and forced him to figm the form and 
fix his fingerprint on it. 


30 persons were confined in his cell of less than 20 square metres. ‘They slept on stone- 
paved decks without bedding or mosquito nets. They even had no mat; to sleep on. ihere 
was no toilet. They were fed two meals a day which consisted of some cooked dough with 
a pinch of salt. Each received a jug of water a day. No water was provided for washing. 


Throughout the 10 days of confinement, Huang Chieh had not washed his face or body -xce 
Soon he had sores on his scalp and skin disease on his thighs. Huang Chieh told this 
correspondent: "Those people in Hanoi treat us Chinese like ants, not humans. ‘They don'' 
even blink their eyes when a Chinese died of beating, starvation or disease before ‘them, 


On the third day of his imprisonment, he heard someone in the next cell (cell No 12) 
report in Vietnamese: "There is another dead." The dead was soon removed. 


Ten days of prison life made Huang Chieh a thoroughly sick man with many bruises. The 
four Chinese victims arrested with him are still in prison. Huang Chieh ended by saying 
that like the many other returned Chinese victims, he strongly wanted the Vietnamese 
authorities to stop at once their brutalities, set all the imprisoned Chinese victims 
free and never persecute and expel Chinese residents in Vietnam again.

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NCNA CONDEMNS CHIANG PERSECUTION OF TAIWAN COMPATRIOTS 
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(Text) Peling, 18 Aug (HSINHUA)--"A new wave of political persecution is sweeping the 
entire island of Taiwan," says a report from Tatwan in conmenting on the inoreasingly 
ruthless persecution of Taiwan compatriots by the Chiang Ching-kuo clique. 


Since the beginning of last year, the Chiang Ching-kuo clique has used the full resources 
of its propaganda machinery to spread lies about what they term "communist infiltration" 
so that these lies can be used as an excuse to persecute Taiwan compatriots. The Chiang 
clique has also expanded its police force and increased its police equipment. 


Accordix.g to Taiwan press reports, 650 police officers were added to the Taipei force 

alone last year and troops have been called in to "support the police force," ‘The so- 
called "Taiwan provincial government" allotted funds for more than one thousand motor 
vehicles for police, which have also installed television equipment and computers to 

raise "efficiency in detection" and have plans to buy 17 helicopters to form a “modernized 
police force of the air" to "deal with mass riots," Last January, the Chiang clique staged 
an "anti-riot" exercise attended by tens of thousands of police to test "their ability 

to deal with contingencies." 


Though promising that people "can speak their mind freely," the Chiang Ching-kuo clique 
ruthlessly suppress the media and people who dare to criticize its dark rule. At the 
beginning of last year, shortly after the information office of the puppet executive 
Yuan openly declared the "lifting of the ban on freedom of speech," a Taiwan monthly was 
ordered to suspend publication for one year because it had refuted the traitorous 
comments carried by the Chiang clique 's mouthpiece CENTRAL DAILY NEWS to the effect that 
"it may not be bad to split (the country)." In August last year, the Chiang clique 
systematically and deliberately rallied a group whose task was to attack through the 
mass media those writers of "native literature" which describe the life of the Taiwan 
labouring people. They vilified the writers, calling them "crafty and dangerous 
elements," Last January, two compatriots in Taipei who expressed dissatisfaction at 

the use of patients for experiments in public hospitals were arrested by the police on 
charges of being "communist agents." 


The investigation bureau of the Chiang clique's "Ministry of Justice" recently announced 
that it had brought to light 35 cases of "communist espionage" and arrested 39 people 

in 1977. In fact arrests made on false charges far surpassed this number. An Overseas 
Chinese journal published in the United States revealed that the number of students 
secretly arrested in Tamkang College of Arts and Sciences alone last November amounted 
to over one hundred. 


Furthermore there have been reports that many innocent Taiwan compatriots imprisoned as 
political prisoners have been tortured to death or maimed. 


The Chiang clique's fascist rule has evoked strong opposition from the people who openly 
denounce the clique for such atrocities. 
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YEH CHIEN-YING PRESIDES AT MEMORIAL SERVICE FOR WANG CHENG 
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[Text] Peking, 19 Aug--Comrade Wang Cheng, member of the CCP Central Commiitee, 
member of the Military Commission of the CCP Central Committee, ministes cf the Fourth 
Ministry of Machine-Building, deputy chief of the General Staff of the Chinese PLA 

and director of the fourth department of the headquarters of the General Staff, died 
of cancer in Peking on 13 August 1978 at the age of 70. 


A memorial service for the late Comrade Wang Cheng was held at the auditorium of the 
Papaoshan Cemetery for Revolutionaries on the afternoon of 19 August. A portrait of 
Comrade Wang Cheng hung above a casket containing his ashes which was draped with the 


flag of the COP. 


Wreaths were presented by Chairman Hua Kuo-feng and the CCP Central Committee. Prior 

to his departure from Peking, Chairman Hua asked Comrade Yang Yung to convey his sincere 
Sympathy to Chin Yen, widow of the late Comrade Wang Cheng, and his children. There 
were also wreaths presented by Vice Chairmen Yeh Chien-ying, Teng Hsiao-ping, Li 
Hsien-nien and Wang Tung-hsing as well as other leading comrades of the party, the 
government and the army, including Liu Po-cheng, Chi Teng-kuei, Yu Chiu-li, Chen Yung- 
Kuei, Nieh Jung-chen, Hsu HsSiang-chien, Chen Mu-hua, Chen Yun, and Su Yu. 


Vice Chairmen Yeh Chien-ying, Teng Hsiao-ping and Wang Tung-hsing, and Comrades Wei 
Kuo-ching, Fang I, Su Chen-hua, Chang Ting-fa, Chen Hsi-lien, Keng Piao, Nieh Jung- 
chen, Li Ching-chuan, Wang Chen, Ku Mu and Kang Shih-en attended the memorial service 
and expressed sincere sympathy to the widow of the late Comrade Wang Cheng and their 
children. Vice Chairman Yeh Chien-ying presided over the memorial meeting and Vice 
Premier Wang Chen delivered a memorial speech. 


The memorial speech said that Comrade Wang Cheng was a founder of the central Soviet 
area and of telecommunications work in our army, a pioneer and outstanding leader of 
China's electronics industry, and staunch proletarian revolutionary fighter. He 
devoted his entire life to the revolutionary cause of the Chinese people. For a long 
time he led the communications work and electronics industry of our party and army, and 
made great contributions to China's electronics technology and other most advanced 
branches of science. He was an outstanding leading cadre of our party who was both 
Red and expert. The death of Comrade Wang Cheng is a great loss to our party and army. 
We deeply grieve over his death. 


Comrade Wang Cheng, a native of Wuchin County in Kiangsu Province, joined the revolution 
in 1930 and became a member of the Chinese Communist Party in 1934. He was head of the 
first radio station, personally appointed by Chairman Mao and Commander in Chief Chu Te, 
and took part in the world-famous 25,000-li Long March. During the Red Army period, he 
was radio battalion [ta tui 1129 7130] commander of the headquarters, commander of a 
radio column [tsung tui 4920 7130] and director of the Communications Liaison Bureau 

of the Military Commission. In the difficult days of revolution, he overcame diffi- 
culties arising from shortages of material, technique and equipment, and devoted himself 
to developing our army's telecommunications, training the contingent of radio operators, 
and struggling against the enemy via radio, thus paving the way for Chairman Mao to 
command the Red Army, to smash Chiang Kai-shek's "encirclement" of the central Soviet 
area and break through the blockade during the Long March. At the crucial moment 

when Chang Kuo-tao betrayed the party Central Committee, split the Red Army and 
prevented it from marching to the north to fight against the Japanese aggressors, radio 
contact was cut off and Comrade Wang Cheng personally handled the radio transmitter to 
contact the 2d Front Army and convey Chairman Mao's orders, thus smashing Chang Kuo-tao's 
conspiracy and helping the 2d and th front armies push north to join forces with the 


central Red Army. 
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IMping the war of resistance against Japanese aggression and the Liberation war, he was 
divector and political commissar of the No 5 bureau and also deputy chief of the Operation 
Department of the Military Commigsion, Upholding the apivit of self-reliance, he mobi- 
lized the masses to produce communications equipment by themselves and overcome dilficul- 
ties caused by the Kuomintang's blockade, tHe was highly praised by Chairman Mao for his 
efforts to organice and expand our army's signal unite, He also made contributions to 
establishing signal communications between the party Central Committee and other revolu- 
tionary bases, expanding the signal commnications of our party's underground radio 
stations, building the first vadio broadcasting Station in our Liberated area and devel- 
oping our army's meteorological undertakings, Comrade Wang Cheng was an outetanding 
technical expert of our party and also an outstanding commander and political worker who 
had distinguished himself in winning victories in the war against Japanese ageression 
and the people's Liberation war 


After nationwide liberation, he becuse director of the Directorate-General of Telecommuni - 
cations, secretary of the party commitlee and vice minister of the Mintstry of Telecomnuni- 
cations, director of the Communication Department of the CCP Military Commission and 
director of the Telecomuunicatiom Industrial Bureau, director of the Signal Corps of the 
Chinese PLA, deputy director of the fifth Research Institute of the Ministry of National 
Defense and member of the National Defense Council, tie worked hard, did his best and 
achieved outstanding results in restoring and developing posts and telecommunications 

work, creating China's new electronic industry, training and building contingents of 
technicians of electronic science aid promoting the latest in electronic technology, 


Comrade Wang Cheng was a fine member of the ‘ommunist Party of China, He had profound 
proletarian feelings toward great leader and teacher Chairman Mao and our esteemed and 
beloved Premier Chou and Chairman Chu Te, In the intraparty line struggles, Comrade 
Wang Cheng loyally implemented and defended Chairman Mao'r revolutionary line.

[Text] Peking, 17 Aug--Comrad:s: This national conference on capital construction in 
agriculture has gone very well, and it will come to a close today, During the conference 
Chairman Hua and other leading comrades of the central organs received you. Chairman Hua 

also was briefed on this c-nference and issued extremely important instructions on it. 

Vice Chairman Li made an important speech on how to accelerate the development of agriculture, 
Chairman Hua and Vice Chairman Li clearly explained the principles and policics regarding 
accelerating the development of agriculture, which all of you warmly support. [ am now 

going to advance some ideas on farmland capital construction, 


I. The Achievement and the Future Goal of Struggle in Farmland Capital Construction, 


We should fundamentally assess the situation in the country in regard to farmland capital 
construction. Depending mainly on manual labor, our country has raised in the past 28 

years its total grain output 2.5 times, and all of our industrial crops have greatly 
developed, One main reason for these achievements is that we, guided by Chairman Mao's 

line and relying on the strength of agricultural collectivization, have increased our 

ability to resist natural disasters by carrying out large-scale farmland capital construction 
and changing the courses of rivers and moving mountains, With the deepening of the move- 
ment to learn from in Tachai in agriculture and build Tachai-type counties throughout th: 
country, the scale of mass farmland capital construction has become larger and larger anc 

our achievements in this regard have been greater and greater. 


The experiences of Taian and Chining in Shantung Province and Suchou Prefecture in Kiangsu 
Province, which you have just visited, show thit farmland capit 1 construction has reached 
a new level. Many big projects are being undertaken, not only by entire counties, but 

by entire prefectures. Farmland capital construction has been growing more rapidly, 
especially since the "gang of four" was smashed, The volume of capital construction work 
done last winter and spring in China's agricultural sector reached an all-time high. Now 
tens of thousands of big, medium-sized and small reservoirs have been built throughout 

the country. Our irrigated area has trebled, and most of our waterlogged land has b: 
improved, Without such unprecedentedly large-scale farmland and water conservancy 
construction our agricultural production could not have reached its present level. 
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We must fully affirm that our country has made great achievements in farmiand capital 
construction. However, we have no reason to rest on our laurels because there is still 
a long way to go before our country's agriculture can meet our growing needs. still 
greater and more arduous efforts are required. We must also see clearly that our 
capabilities of resisting natural disasters are still very limited and that drought, 
waterlogging and ~'’her natural disasters remain serious problems affecting agricultural 
production and development. Let us take, for instance, not a situation from the distant 
past, but one fvom the past 2 years. Owing to waterlogging in the south and drought in 
the north plus frost and low temperature, our last year's plan for an increase in agri- 
cultural production was not fulfilled. We expected a big increase in the harvest of sum- 
mer grain crops this year. However, major grain-producing areas have suffered from a 
harsh drought since March. Although summer grain output increased this year compared 
With last, it still fell short of the plan. Owing to drought and high temperatures in 
the south, the increase in the output of early rice was not very large. If we cannot 
considerably increase the autumn grain output, our total grain output for this year may 


drop. 


If we should fail to fulfill our plan, this year will be more arduous. Thus, if we should 
fail to fulfill cur plan over successive years our production tasks will progressively 
become more and more arduous. This is the clear situation facing us. You comrades from 
various province should think over and calcule * tne following: How have you done in 
fulfilling your plans in the past 2 years? Have you failed to fulfill them? To what 
extent have you failed to fulfill them? What metho’s are you going to use to solve these 
problems? Is it possible for you to solve them w out making determined efforts to 
carry out large-scale farmland capital construction? 


Now, there is an argument holding that these problems can be solved only be realizing 

agricultural mechanization and practicing scientific farming and that it seems unnecessary 

to make great efforts to carry out farmland capital construction. We should analyze this 

rgument. The speedy development of agriculture will of course depend on mechanization 

and scientific farming. At the same time, we must also learn advanced technology from 

other countries. In so doing, however, we must proceed from our actual conditions. in 

a vountry like China with a big population and limited farmland, where drought, waterlogging 

and other alarming natural disasters often occur, intensive farming is the main way to | 

raise the per-mou yield. This calls for learning from Tachai and carrying out large-scale 
farmland capital construction. | 


Chairman Mao pointed out long ago: "In my opinion, China depends on intensive farming 

for food. China will become the first high-yield country in the world. Im some countries, 
the per-mou yield has already reached 1,000 catties. Will it be possible for the 

per-mou yield to reach 2,000 catties in half a century? In the future, will it be possible 
to have the per-mou yield reach 800 catties in areas north of the Yellow River, 1,000 
catties in areas north of Huai River and 2,000 catties in areas south of Huai River? 

There are still several decades for us to reach these targets by che early 21st century. 

We may not need that long to do so." These higher targets for 809, 1,000 or 2,000 catties 
per mou were set on tne basis of the targets for 400,500 or 800 catties set in the national 
program for agricultural development. As things stand now, thi: prediction by Chairman 

Mao has long since come true at Tachai, as well as in many advanced units wnich are learning 
from Tachai. The per-mou yield last year exceeded 800 catties in 19 counties north of 

the Yellow River and 1,000 catties in 5 counties north of the Huai River and reached 2,000 
eatties on more than 2,000,000 mou of farmland in Suchou Prefecture south of the Huai 
River. More and more facts show that the grand goal set by Chairman Mao can be achieved. 
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5. We ne i to organize full-time contingents to engage in capital construction all the 
year round, 


Every county and commune should organize a full-time contingent for farmland capital 
construction, These tasks are generally as follows: Outlining the projects, laying tle 
gpound work, setting examples for the masses, taking upon itself th iost difficult parts 
of projects and building things that require special technologies such as bridges, culverts, 
sluice gates, aqueducts, water-lifting projects and electric pumping stations. At the same 
time, they should complete projects that are almost finished and build auxiliary projects 
for major ones, Without such a full-time contingent, it will be impossible to insure 
project quality or to carry on capital construction for an extended period, The strength 
of the full-time contingents can be limited to 5 percent of the rural labor force, but 
should in no case surpass 10 percent, We must strengthen leadership over these full-tim 
contingents, conscientiously train them, increase their ideological awareness, raise their 
technical levels and equip them with better construction machinery. 


6, We need to organize mass campaigns better, 


To develop a project, it is essential to concentrate a superior force to wage a war of 
annihilation. Shantung has adopted three forms in organizing mass campaigns: A) The 

commune conducts unified planning, with various production teams doing construction work 

on their own. This form of mass campaign has the following characteristics: The required 
manpower comes from the »roduction team concerned; no subsidy in money or grain is required; 
and it is easier to provide living conditions nearby. B) Unified planning is carried out 

by the prefecture and the counties with the ccmmune as the unit. Various production brigades 
within the commune are organized to work on plots serially. This method is conducive to 
exercising centralized leadership, concentrating a superior force to wage a war of 
annihilation and working on a series of plots. But, problems exist among production 

brigades in determining which brigade will benefit first end which second, which one 

benefits more and which less, and which brigade shoulders more of the burden and which 

less. C) Unified planning is carried out by the prefecture and the counties to make 

use of manpower to develop large-scale mass campaigns on a full-time basis, This form of 

mass campaign is large in scale and boldinspirit, it usually involves large amounts of 
construction work on several mountains and ridges in a whole river basin area, It deals 

with large state-sponsored projects and involves large-scale soil preparation and improve- 
ment and the development of smail water conservancy projects with complete sets of equipmen., 
This form of mass campaign will bring into full play yet more prominently the merits of 

the second form of mass campaign, But the aforementioned problems among production brigades 

in regard to determining benefits and burdens will also necome more prominent, All these 
three forms of mass campaigns can be developed concurrently, alternately or in a supplementary 
manner, Even so, emphasis must be placed on the first and second forms, keeping the adoption 
of the third to a minimum in order to limit the flow of manpower out of the production 

brigade or commune, and to lessen the peasants' burdens, Overall arrangements must be 

made toreasonably distribute manpower in developing farmland capital construction, 
production, commune and brigade-run enterprises and in forestry, animal husbandry, side- 

line production and fishery work, We need to avoid paying attention to one locality 

while ignoring another, Efforts must be made to properly handle the relations between 
farmland capital construction and current production tasks, Winter and spring mass 

campaigns every year should last 50 to 70 days in general. The number of people who 
participate in various mass campaings should not exceed about 30 percent of the total 
available nampower so as to prevent these campaigns from affecting that year's production, , 


7. Attention must be paid to labor management and management in regard to fixed quotas, 
as well as to the steady raising of work efficiency. 


We need to upholdthe principle: "From each according to his ability, to each according 
to his work," rationally arrange for the use of manpower, and pay full attention to manage- 
ment in regards to fixed quotas so as to achieve the goal: More pay for more work, 
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9. It is necessary to consolidate the achievements of farmland capital constructton and 
fully develop the benefits of various projects, In some localities, secretaries of party 
committees personally led the masses in building farmland improvement projects, However, 
after construction work ended they paid no attention to the installation of equipment and 
facilities and managment work, The masses criticized those cadres for not thoroughly 
dealing with farmland improvement projects, 


All farmland improvement projects including water conservancy projects, terraced fields, 
forest building, and road construction must be properly managed and constantly protected 

and repaired in order to fully develop their uses, If we have not completed the installation 
of equipment and facilities on one project, we should not start a new project. Regarding 
water conservancy projects, we should follow the examples of Taoyuan, Huang and Yulin 
counties, set up necessary management organizations, assign management personnel, establish 

a scientific management system, enforce the system of personnel responsibility, strengthen 
maintenance and repair work and utilize water resources in an appropriate manner, 


10, It is necessary to strengthen the leadership and follow the mass line, The leading 
cadres should go to the frontline of capital construction work, [In advanced localities 

such as Hsiyang County and Taian, Chining and Suchou prefectures, the leading cadres have 
braved hardships and taken the lead in carrying out various tasks, They have moved their 
offices to the field and personally directed construction work on tne spot, They eat, live 
and labor along with the masses and consult with the masses on various problems, In this 
way, they have strengthened the party's leadership and political and ideological work, 
promoted a good relationship between cadres and the masses and avoided issuing blind orders, 
The industry, commerce, communications, finance and trade fronts should all provide assistance 
and service to the field and do a good job in logistic support. The cadres should be concerned 
about the living conditions of the masses even though the masses maintain high revolutionary 
enthusiasm, It is also necessary to pay attention to alternating work with rest periods 

and insure safety in performing the various tasks, 


III. To Make Greater Efforts, It Is Necessary To Earnestly Carry Out the Party's Policy 
and Display the Party's Fine Traditions and Work Style 


The central authorities recently released two important documents for distribution, The 
first document is "A Report on Conscientiously Carrying Out the Party's Policy and Striving 
to Lighten the Peasants! Burden" submitted by the Hsianghsiang County party committee in 
Hunan, The other document is "An Investigation Report on the Problem of a Few Cadres in 
Hsuni County Who Forced Others To Obey Their Orders and Violated Laws and Discipline" 
submitted by the Shensi provincial party committee. These two reports have been warmly 
supported by the broad masses. However, a situation emerged in which some cadres were 
afraid to act in line with the reports despite the fact that the two reports are supported 
by the masses and the majority of cadres, It is reported that some cadres have three fears: 
1) They might commit the mistake of equalitorianism and arbitrary requisition if they do 
not handle matters cerefully; 2) if they start a project but cannot provide it with sufficent 
funds and materials they would lose face; and 3) accusations might be brought against them 
if they commit a mistake in the process of making greater efforts. They believe that "if 
they make greater efforts, they might be unable to avoid equalitarianism and arbitrary 
requisition and be unable to avoid forcing others to obey their orders." This belief is 
very similar to the allegation that appeared during the last land reform period: "If we 
want to boldy mobilize the masses, we cannot pay attention to policy; if you follow the 
policy, we will bind the hands and feet of the masses." 


Why are cadres afraid of carrying out policy? I venture to analyze this problem as follows: 
Those comrades who have three fears mainly have failed to correctly understand the spirit 
and essence of the two documents. Thus, we must help them understand the essence of the 
two documents, 
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This also means that in the third campaign to expose and criticize the "gang of four," 

we should further disintinguish between the right and wrong lines, consolidate the leading 
groups, implement the party's policy, improve the cadres! work style, strengthen economic 
management, and fully arouse the cadres' and masses' revolutionary enthusiasm for socialism, 
The two documents provide the peasants with a strong weapon, reject the various wrong work 
styles such as equalitarilanism and arbitrary requisition and violation of laws and 
discipline, and protect agriculture as the foundation, Thus the unhealthy tendencies of 
corruption, theft, extravagance and waste will be checked, the practice of arbitrary 
construction of luxurious buildings will be stopped, and the peasants' burden will be 
lightened, In this way, the funds, manpower and material resources saved can be used for 
farmland capital construction and to develop agricultural production, With the cadres’ 

work style changed, unhealthy tendencies and evil practices checked, and the peasants' 
enthusiasm aroused, the people will have a greater desire to build socialism, This means 
that we cannot pit the exercise of greater efforts on one hand against the implementation 

of policy or against the improvement of the work style on the other hand, If we do, we will 
commit mistakes, Only by correctly implementing policy can we persistently work with 
greater efforts, If we counter the party's policy, we cannot make greater efforts or we 

may make greater efforts for a short perioc but cannot maintain these efforts for an extended 
period, Comrades who raised the "three fears" issue are not tetally ignorant of the 
aforementioned, My opinion is that after studying the documents some comrades racked their 
brains and did a great deal of thinking; they are no longer uninformed and blind, This is 
a good phenomenon, This is why Chairman Hua said: The "three fears" occur to persons who 
have heightened their awareness, In this sense, the "three fears" are not bad, They can 
help people reduce their blindness, think more of and give more consideration to problems, 
be more prudent, and commit fewer mistakes in work. 


Another questionis: How should problems that crop upin the movement to popularize Tachai -type 
counties throughout the country be correctly handled? We should confirmthe fact that the over - 
whelming majority of the Tachai -type counties , communes , production brigades and the advanced 
units in learning from Tachai that have emerged in recent years are good and fairly good 

and that their achievements are great. However, the "gang of four's" interference and 
sabotage have caused many problems, How should we tackle these problems? During the 
conference Chairman Hua and Vice Chairman Li gave explicit instructions. We must act 
according to these instructions but our actions must be preceded by a concrete an lysis, 

We must revoke the "Tachai-type county" titles granted by the "gang of four" and their 
factional diehards, freely mobilize the masses to expose and criticize the "gang of four' 
and eliminate their pernicious influence and genuinely learn from Tachai, In advanced 
counties which have really achieved success in learning from Tachai, some leading cadres 
may have shortcomings and may have made mistakes, both minor and se ious, but as long as 
they are not bad people, we should, in accordance with the principle of learning from 

past mistakes to avoid future mistakes and curing the sickness to save the patient, confirm 
their achievements in order to safeguard their enthusiasm and warmly help them to 
conscientiously correct their mistakes and continue to advance. We mst not follow in 

the "gang of four's" footsteps, practice metaphysics and deny everything. If we do this, 

it means that we ignore the shortcomings and mistakes of the cadres and the masses and their 
enthusiasm will be totally wiped out. Hunan's experience in dealing with the Hsiang -hsiang 
County problem as recently reported by the PEOPLE'S DAILY and the report on the coming to 
Peking of Chiao Shu-jung, secretary of the Taan County party committee in Shantung Province 
are very good, We mist not give up even though some counties have failed to fulfill the 
six requirements for Tachai-type counties or fall just short of fulfilling the requirements, 
We must help them improve themselves, Under no circumstances must we treat them as false 
Tachai-type counties, In short, cadres who have distinguished themselves in energetically 
building socialism but who have made some mistakes in their work enthusiasm should be 
defended, On the other hand, cadres who achieved nothing because they only paid lip service 
to building socialism should be criticized. It is difficult not to make mistakes in our 


work, 
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If we make wistakes, we must correct them, It is a good thing if we correct our mis- 
Lakes, We will be committing the biggest mistuke if we do not do anything. 


[V. Strengthen Leadership Over Farmland Capitel Construction 


Party committees at all levels must firmly believe that agriculture is the foundation 

and mobilize evervone in the whole party to pay attention to and vigorously develop agri- 
culture, They should conbine the exposure and criticism of the "gang of four" with 
learning from achai in agriculture and large-scale farmland capital construction, They 
should simultaneously launch the three great revolutionary movements--class struggle, 

the production struggle, and scientific experimentation--and continue to advance farm- 
land capital construction, 


In carrying out large-scale farmland capital construcvion, it is necessary to have strong 
revolutionary enthusiasm and 4 strict scientific approach, If it is possible to do 
something it should be done. ‘To do something without making serious efforts is conser- 
vatism, However the opposite is also not realistic: Stubbornly attempting to do some- 
thing that cannot be done even though serious efforts have already been made, It is 
necessary to conduct investigation and study and proceed from reality, It is necessary 
to heighten our enthusiasm, not weaken it, but we must work enthusiastically and in a 
down-to-earth manner instead of making much fanfare. 


[n building farmland capital construction projects, we rely mainly on the collective 
economic strength of the communes and production brigades and teams and on our own ini- 
tiative and hard work, Great efforts should be made to develop enterprises run by com- 
munes, production brigades and teams in order to increase the accumulated funds for the 
people's communes' collective economy so that these funds can be used for the development 
of agriculture and construction of farmland improvement products. The state will increase 
its support for agriculture. It plans to increase the appropriation for next year's 
water conservation projects, including subsidies for small projects, by 40 percent over 
this year. 


In Kiangsu Province, 70 percent of the provincial revenue and 80 percent of the prefec- 
tural and county revenues are used for agricultural development. Other provinces and 
regions should follow this example and set aside at least 60 percent of their revenues, 
most of which should be used for agricultural development. Thus, when we add up the 
funds from the central authorities and those from local sources, the total funds at our 
disposal are by no means small in view of China's present financial condition. We must 
manage and use this money well, count it neticulously and try to squeeze 2 cents! worth 
out of every cent we spend. No department or unit should be permitted to embezzle or 
hold back funds. Persons who misuse public funds for building luxurious buildings, for 
entertainment or for any other purposes should be made to bear the responsibility. Dis- 
ciplinary action should be taken against such persons, while persons who have committed 
serious offenses should be punished according to law, 


As for tne materials needed for farmland capital construction, we must insure their 
supply in accordance with the investment plan. The various provinces and autonomous 
regions should give priority to the production of wheelbarrows, steel rods, spades and 
hoes which are urgently needed at present, The State General Bureau for Materials 
Supplv and the All-China General Supply and Marketing Cooperative will be responsible 
for the distribution of dynamite needed for farmland capital construction this winter 
and next spring. As decided at the third national conference on agricultural mechani- 
zation, nitramine plants will be built in various areas by 1980, The various provinces, 
municipalities, autonomous regions and departments of chemical industry should see to it 
that construction of these plants is completed according to schedule. Farmland cepital 
construction needs large quantities of cement, 
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Therefore, those prefectures, counties and communes which meet the necessary conditions 
should make good use of local resources to build cement plants. The state will provide 
them with the necessary equipment and technical guidance, Departments concerned will 
supply equipment needed for drainage and irrigation, for rural power stations and for 

the development of sprinkler irrigation and insure the quality of this equipment, The 
state will provide long-term, low-interest loans to those communes and production brigades 
setting up their own small hydroelectric power plants, help them solve equipment problems 
and insure thet those units building such stations will own and run them and will benefit 
from them. Furthermore, these communes and production brigades will be exempted from 
paying income tax and industrial and commercial taxes for a fixed period of time. 


It is necessary to raise the level of mechanization in building farmland capital construc- 
tion projects by gradually replacing marmal labor with machines, Each province should 
organize a work force capable of building water conservation projects by using machines, 
The necessary equipment will be provided by the Ministry of Water Conservancy and Power, 
It is also necessa~y to gradually build professional teams for building farmland capital 
construction projects at the commune and production brigade levels. 


We must also arrange for the supplementary grain needed by the labor force taking part 

in farmland capital construction, After the state grain levying and purchasing plan has 
been fulfilled, sufficient seed and fodder have been set aside and food grain for the 
commune members has been properly arranged, provided conditions o: the year's grain pro- 
duction permit, an appropriate quantity of grain should be set aside to be used mainly 

as supplementary grain for those commune members who have to leave their production teams 
to participate in farmland capital construction. The quantity of grain to be set aside 
must be approved by the provincial party committee and its use must be strictly controlled, 


Comrades: This has been a conference for promoting farmland capital construction and a 
mobilization conference for accelerating agricultural development. Our policy is to 
strive for overall planning and strengthen leadership. On your return to your units, 

you should conscientiously implement this policy. ‘Secretaries should quickly draw up a 
plan for farmland capital construction, make concre e arrangements for carrying out the 
main tasks this winter and next spring, organize «1. trades and professions to coordinate 
efforts, whip up a new upsurge of still larger-ccale farmland capital construction, and 
make new contributions to learning from Tachai, to popularizing Tachai-type counties 
throughout the country and to accelerating agricultural development. 


AFP CITES MING PAO REPORT OF PURGE OF HIGH-LEVEL OFFICIALS

[Text] Hong Kong, 18 Aug (AFP)--A purge is still raging on in China against former 
followers of the gang of four and the latest leading cadre caught in the dragnet is 
Chiao Lin-i, member of the Standing Committee of south China's Kwangtung provincial 
party committee, the independent MING PAO said today. Chiao was accused of "liaising 
with the gang of four" and later "covering up the gang's past activities" in a "lukewarm 
campaign" to expose the gang's faction in the province, the paper said, quoting a 
traveller from China, 


High-ranking military officers who were followers of former Defence Minister Lin Piao or 
the gang of four were also detained for investigation, the report claimed. Among such 
army leaders were Kung Shih-chuan, former political commissar of the Canton Military 

: Region, and Liu Hsin-yuen, Lin Piao's right-hand man formerly holding military power in 
Kwangtung Province, the report said. 
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The current purge has been aimed at the "covering-up faction" among provincial party 
leaders of the first secretary rank, the paper said in a commentary today. Those 
who are being investigated or dismissed from their posts include former Mayor and 
First Party Secretary of Tientsin Hsieh Hsueh-kung; former Revolutionary Committee 
Chairman and First Secretary o° central China's Hupeh Province Chao Hsin-chu; and 

ermer Revolutionary Committee Chairman and First Secretary of northwest China's 
Shensi Province Li Jui-shan, sai’ the commentary. 


These “cover-u» leaders" who delayed the drive to expose former followers of the gang 
of four and former Defence Minister Lin Piao were major obstacles to the rehabilitation 
of former Peking Mayor Peng Chen, the first victim of the Cultural Revolution, the 
paper said. The present purge goes against followers of both Lin Piao and the gang 
because both represented the same political line, the line of the Cultural Revolution, 
the commentary said. "Total negation of this 'extreme leftist line! leading to a 

total reversion of the judgement on the cultural revolution will contribute to the 
rehabilitation of Peng Chen" the paper added. 


CHINESE PRESS ARTICLES MARK DEATH OF LO JUI-CHING

nation's public security personnel in defending Chairman Mao and the party Central 
Committee, in safeguarding the motherland's security and the people's interests, in 
consolidating the dictatorship of the proletariat and in tenaciously struggling against 
class enemies at home and abroad."

Comrade Lo Ju-ching had always shown great concern for the development of scientific 

and technical undertakings for national defense. In the early 1960's, Soviet revisionism 
took advantage of the natural disasters that hit us. It tore up agreements and withdrew 
its experts in a vain attempt to ruin our scientific and technical efforts in national 
defense. Comrade Lo Jui-ching was indignant over the despicable course of this treacherous 
Soviet revisionism. He resolutely implemented Chairman Mao's instructions which required 
us to be self-reliant in developing science and technology for our national defense. He 
personally organized personnel to go deep into the midst of the forefront of scientific 
research and production for national defense and to make investigations and studies.

[Excerpts] Peking, 12 Aug--Traveling from Peking to Shanghai by train aions the Peking- 
Shanghai line saves time, but if we make a detour by taking the Peking-Canton line and 
then transfer to tne Lunghai line and the Peking-Shanghai line, that would be unthinkable 
However, in organizing the flow of commodities, this irrational travel has become <¢ 
tice and is taken for granted. For instance, most of the commodities sold at the Hua 
County department store in Iionan Province are shipped from Shanghai, Tientsin and other 
places. These commodities should be shipped to Shangchiu along the eastern line and?

forwarded by truck directly to Huaiyang, a city 110 kms southwest of Shangchiu. Howeve 
because the layout of wholesale agencies and the organization of the flow of commoad 

are carried out according to administrative zones, Huaiyang cannot get commodities 
Shangchiu but from Choukou, a city southwest of Ifuaiyang. As 2a result, commodities 
intended for Huaiyang must be first shipped westward to Chengchow by train via Shangch 
and Kaifeng and then forwarded southward to Loho and eastward to Huaiyang via Choukc 
Marketing through this route means 400 kms more of rail transport, two more loaditisz 
unloadings of freight and 62 percent more freight per ton of goods compared with shipping 


goods directiy from Shangchiu, 


Commodities must flow from producers to consumers through proper channels formed accorda- 
ing to geographic locations, transportation conditions and the nelationship between sup; 
and demand. Economic zones have been formed on the basis of these proper channels, Ly 
by setting up wholesale agencies and organizing the flow of commodities according 6:3 
these proper economic zones can we speed up the commodity turnover, save funds, lower 
expenditures and better serve both producers and consumers. 


But in recent years more and more wholesale agencies have been set up according t> ad, 
istrative districts. In 1963 there were more than 900 second-level wholesale sta‘ 
(there were three levels of whclesale stations from the central to county level) thr 
out the country, but now their number has increased to more than 1,500. In some ties, 
we can even find prefectural, municipal and county wholesale stations. Each of the 

its own way. They scramble for goods and set up obstacles between themselves sa 
large quantities of commodities are stockpiled, the turnover of funds is ver: l 
operational costs high. 
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Why should such a foolish practice of organizing the flow of commodities according to 
administrative zones be continued? The fundamental reason is that the "gang of four's" 
pernicious influence has not yet been eliminated, and some people are not clear about 

the rights and wrongs of many problems. Some comrades advocate the necessity of organi- 
zing the flow of commodities according to administrative zones because they think 
"organizing the flow of commodities according to economic zones is not conducive to 
strengthening the party's unified leadership." Actually their reason is an indication of 
the wrong idea of putting politics in command regardless of objective economic laws as 
pointed out by Chairman Hua in his report at the National Finance and Trade Conference. 
There is no doubt that strengthening party committees! leadership over finance and trade 
work is an important condition for doing a good job in finance and trade work, But party 
leadership must be strengthened according to economic laws. To organize the flow of com- 
modities according to administrative zones is against objective economic laws and can only 
weaken party leadership. Isn't the idea of strengthening party leadership regardless of 
economic laws an indication of Lin Piao's pernicious influence that politics can oust and 
replace everything? The correctness or incorrectness of party leadership must be examined 
through practice. Now that organizing the flow of commodities according to administrative 
zones results in a waste of time, manpower and money, it is clear that this method will 
not help strengthen party leadership but lead to faulty leadership. 


The practice of some second-level wholesale stations in Heilungkiang, Szechwan, Hunan and 
Hupeh proves that organizing the flow of commodities according to economic zones only 
changes the routes of the flow of commodities. But while the distribution of commodities 
is still carried out according to administrative zones, political work is still carried 
out under the leadership of local party committees, and the party's unified leadership is 
not harmed, 


"When the flow of commodities is organized according to economic zones, we can no longer 
control the commodities"--this is the true thinking of those who want to organize the flow 
of commodities according to administrative zones. Indeed, if the flow of commodities is 
organized according to economic zones, some localities will lose part of their controls 
over commodities, But the loss of these unnecessary controls over commodities will help 
develop the economy and insure supply. Why shouid we not do it with pleasure? On the 
contrary, the more controls there are which hamper economic development and the supply system, 
the more obstacles, detours and stockpiling will occur in the flow of commodities, This 

is the main reason why commercial departments of our country have 3 billion yuan's worth 

of commodities staying on roads, thus holding up so much state funds. The excessive 
dispersion of controls over commodities only benefits those who make use of the commodities 
under their control to practice jobbery, get in by the back door, establish contacts with 
others and engage in illegal tartering. In his report at the National Finance and Trade 
Conference, Chairman Hua stressed time and again that it is necessary to heighten our 
awareness of applying objective economic laws, All party cadres should strive to integrate 
politics with economy and improve economic management. Chairman Hua has pointed out: 

This is crucial to rapidly developing the national economy and must be firmly grasped. 
Organizing the flow of commodities according to administrative zones without paying attention 
to economic laws has become a major issue in our country's poor bur”. ~anagement. This 
problem, if not solved promptly, will surely affect the rapid devel pr of the national 
economy aS a whole, The Anhwei provincial party committee recently held an urban work 
conference which decided overlapping wholesale agencies would be eliminated and all local 
basic-level units would buy goods from nearby second-level or third-level wholesale 
stations, In the course of carrying out the resolutions of the National Finance and Trade 
Conference, all localities should resolutely overcome the wrong idea of setting politics 
against economy, the habits of small producers and other ideological obstacles, conduc t 
investigation and study, find out objective laws for the flow of commodities in various 
areas, and use objective economic laws to improve business management in order to give 
fuller play to the role of our country's commercial work in the rapidly developing national 


economy.

[Excerpts] Confucius was the most influential thinker in Chinese history. His influence 
reached even to foreign countries. Critically checking the accounts of Confucius! thought 
and its influence is an obligatory revolutionary duty for the Chinese proletariat. 


With the downfell of the "gang of four" and with their true features of fake criticism 
of Confucius exposed, it is possible for us to completely and accurately criticize 
Confucius according to Mao Tsetung Thought. The masses also deeply feel we should do 
so. The confusion caused by the "gang of four" and the pernicious influence spread by 
them in the question of criticizing Confucius urgently need to be eliminated. Very 
naturally, therefore, we are faced with the question of how to reappraise Confucius in 
all aspects. In the following, I want to express my view on the historical role played 
by Confucius! thought and the appraisal of his thought during periods following hin. 


Confucius lived in the spring and autumn period. Whether it was defined as a period of 
transition from pastoral feudalism to landlord feudalism or a period of transition from 

a Slave society to a feudal society, this period was actually one of violent social 
upheavals in Chinese history. The capital city of the state of Lu where Confucius lived 
was recognized at that time as the cultural center of the Orient. It was inevitable that 
ideological and cultural personages would emerge who would reflect current social changes. 
Confucious! rich experience in social and political life and in education and culture 

and his diligent study and hard thinking allowed him to become the greatest thinker of 

the time. 


Confucius was not a thinker ahead of his time clamoring for the birth of a new system. 
On the contrary, he was conservative and lamented the degeneration of public morals. 
Politically, he believed that the Chou Dynasty represented the best social system. He 
considered it his duty to maintain the central government of the Chou Dynasty and revive 
tne work undertaken by Emperors Wen and Wu and Duke of Chou. 


As a thinker, however, Confucius saw more tliings and looked further into the future than 
other members of his class. He probed into the changes and the merits and faults of the 
Hsia, Shang and Chou dynasties and realized that: "The Shang Dynasty followed the 
regulations of the Hsia: Wherein it took from or added to them may be known. The Chou 
Dynasty has followed the regulations of the Shang: Wherein it tooh from or added to them 
may be known." He suggested "fcllowing the pattern cf the Eastern Chou Dynasty." He 
wanted to take from or add to the regulations of the Western Chou Dynasty so that the 
rule of the Chou Dynasty might contime forever without harming its fundamental interests. 
That was the best road his class could choose at that time. Judging by the data now 
available, a greater part of what Confucius suggested with regard to taking from or 
adding to the regulations of the Chou Dynasty dealt with how to improve the relationship 
between a rule and his people. 


Practice showed that Confucius! political program of "following the pattern of the 

Eastern Chou Dynasty" was an impractical fantasy. Not only was this program disallowed 

by the representatives of the new forces which wanted to quickly seize all power, it 

was also unacceptable to those who held fast to the old system and who had lost 

confidence in the future. However, it contained some methods for preserving the long-term 
interests of the rulers and for improving the relationship between the rulers and the 
people. These methods of "permanent rule and lasting peace" were given serious attention 
only after the rulers later met setbacks and committed mistakes. They played different 
roles in history according to different historical conditions. 
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Confucius theorized his political views and put forward the doctrine of "rites" and 
"benevolence." Some people before him had mentioned "rites" and "benevolence." Confuc us 
developed them by combining them and giving them additional meaning. By "rites," 
meant a kind of political crder which chiefly referred to the regulations and customs 
of grading and ranking during the early Chou Dynasty. By "benevolence," he meant the 
highest moral standard which chiefly referred to philanthropy. dHe hel? ‘hat these two 
factors supplemented, embraced and restricted each other, Rites were the criterion for 
one's behavicr while benevolence represented one's mental state. He said that as long 
aS everyone sympathized with and loved each other, it would be possible to preserve the 

forever. This of course is out-and-out historical idealism. 
However, Confucius thought this was a great discovery andspared no efforts to advocate 
"benevolence," expounding it in different angles and defining it in many ways. "One 
who is benevolent loves otner people" and "benevolence means restraining oneself and 
restoring the rites" were two of the major definitions.

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rites of the Chou Dynasty 


Confucius demanded that everyone treat others as they would treat themselves and that 
they should not be selfish and still less do evils to others. Here, "they" is a general 
term and does not mean a giv lass. Of course, in a class society, this kind of love 
is impossible. There is no love whatsoever between two antagonistic classes. Members 

of antagonistic classes dc not love each other without sufficient cause. There cannot be 
true sympathy and love between groups or members of different factions aiming at dif- 
ferent objects within the exploiting classes. But, the idea cf advocating love among 
men did exist in the past and still exists in many places today. 


Confucius put forward the slogan “love others" and took it as a definition of "benevolence" 
and a supplement to the other definition of "restraining oneself and restoring the rites." 
his was a step forward in the history of ideological development, because this slozan 
reflected thatthe capacity of workers had changed to a certain degree. 
While "restraining oneself and restoring the rites" is focused on "rites," "love others" 
stresses ‘other people" and the common character of people, not the social differences 
mone men, Behind this change was a history of toilers fighting dauntlessly for human 
rights. This historical progress effected a corresponding ideological development. 
Confucius was the first to epitomize this progress, to put forward the slogan "love 
others" and to change the concept of viewing slaves as tools that can speak. This 
was undeniably an achievement in the history of Chinese thought. 


Philosophically, Confucius was an idealist. He believed in the mandate of heaven, hold- 
ing that all thines, including man's life and death, the success or failure of his career 
and even the continuation of the cause initiated by Emperor Wen of the Chou Dynasty, 

were predestined by heaven and no one could do anything to change them. He put the 
"mandate of heaven, '' "great men" and "the words of sages" together as the three things 

of which one should stand in awe. Actually, these three things are the same, that is, 

the will of the ruler 


But Confucius held that one's ethical standard was not inherent and that it could be 
raised throug! moral cultivation. Se. ne subjected heaven's power to restriction and 
confirmed man's endeavors, 

Confucius also believed that there were genuises whose "knowledge is innate" and fools 
who "could not be enlightened.” Epistemologically, this was a mistake characteristic 
of apriorism. What should be noted is that "innate knowledge" or "the highest are the 
wise’ were hypotheses put forward by Confucius. He was never heard to call anyone a 
genius. He said: "Maybe some people can make creations without first acquiring know- 


lege. I am not one of them" He often said that he was not a genius. He also readily 
aimitted and corrected certain mistakes in his thinking, and he acknowledged the enlighten- 


ment or education he had received from other people, thus modifying his apirorism to a 


certain devrree, 
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His practice of teaching enabled Confucius to apply some dialectics in teaching. He 
said: "I do not open up the truth to one who is not eager to obtain knowledge or help 
someone who is not anxious to explain himself. When I have presented one corner of a 
subject to someone and he cannot learn the other three from it, I do not repeat the 
lesson." This was what is called the method of teaching by enlightenment. He paid 
close attention to analyzing the students! different personalities and cultural levels. 
He adopted different teaching methods according to the different characteristics of the 
students. He stressed that similar problems might have different aspects. This 
represented his famous method of "teaching according to the student's ability." 


The greatest achievement Confucius made in the history of education was that he broke 
the monopoly of learning exercised by the officials and initiated the practice of 
private tutoring. This was a major contribution made by Confucius as an educationist 

to the Chinese culture. It was said that Confucius had 3,000 students. This shows 

that he really put his policy of “recruiting students regardless of their class origin" 
into practice. He put forward this policy to counter the monopoly of learning. Before 
the time of Confucius, education was restricted. There also were restrictions according 
to the ranks within the ruling class. The rights to teach and to receive an education 
were in the hands of a few aristocrats. This showed that education had its class nature 
in a class society. The social character of education grew gradually alongside the 
development of production. At the ultimate stage of the class society, education will 
be conducted among all the people. This is a characteristic inherent in education as a 
social ideology. During the time of Confucius, learning became open to people of the 
lower strata and the public was allowed to have a say in government matters. In 
recruiting students, restrictions regarding "class origin" were waived and favorable 
conditions were present for expanding the social sccpe of education. The slogan put 
forward by Confucius of "recruiting students regardless of their class origin" reflected 
this tendency in the development »f education and promoted this development. The 
Significance of this slogan should not be underestimated. 


As a historical figure in the ideological field, Confucius founded his school of 
thought. He left behind a great deal of ideological material which people after him 
could use as a foundation or for other purposes. The influence of his doctrine on the 
eras that followed can be seen from the development of hig thought or traced from the 
social conditions of those eras. For example, as we all know, Confucius never called 
himself a sage. It was only during and after the time of Emperor Wu of the Han Dynasty 
that he was officially designated a sage. 


For another example, the features of Confucius in the Sung Dynasty were different from 
those in the Han Dynasty. The contents of the classics adopted by the Confucians of 
the Han Dynasty were different from those of the classics adopted by the Confucians of 
the Sung Dynasty. During the Han Dynasty, Confucius was a half-god, half-man founder 
of a religion who had a monstrous look and knew everything apriori. During the Sung 
Dynasty, he changed into a reincarnation of the cardinal principles of rites who sought 
perfection in moral cultivation and assumed an awe-inspiring appearance. The Han 
Confucians deduced from the Confucian classics many strange and mysterious things, while 
the Sung Confucians were interested in such incisive teachings as "humanity" and "sense 
of morality." Confucius was a sage in these two dynasties. Yet this same sage had 
different personalities. It is hardly possible to explain this phenomenon by just 
quoting Confucius. We can provide a satisfactory explanation only by clarifying the 
nature of the development of the landlord classes during the Han and Sung dynasties, 
clarifying the different social problems they faced and getting a clear picture of their 
ideological situation as a whole. 


The activities of honoring Confucius during the end of the Ching Dynasty and the beginning 


of the republic can also be taken aS an example. At that time, the political situation was 
changing incessantly and people of different descriptions were mounting the rostrum in turns, 


The image of Confucius as a sage varied accordingly. 
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These activities of honoring Confucius should doubtlessly be eliminated and criticized in 
light of the roles they played. Some of them deserved to be criticized more severely than 
Confucius himself. But we must see that the images of Confucius in these actitities were 
different and might even be opposite to each other, so that criticizing these activities 
does not mean criticizing Confucius and cannot replace criticism of Confucius. This is 
very clear. However, the "gang of four" deliberately created confusion in this regard. 
Instead of differentiating between the different ratures and roles of these activities 
they intentionally blurred the differences between Confucius! thought and the activities 
of honoring Confucius and put the label of honoring Confucius on ali academic research 
confirming the rational factors of Confucius! thought. Then, brandishing the massive 
cudgel of “all those who honor Confucius are reactionary," they bared their fangs, ran 
wild and threw history, theory, the policy on the relationship between politics and 
academic studies and people's thinking into confusion. As a result, all work was rvined. 
The work of criticizing Confucius in historical research became a blank or a forbidden 
zone hwere no one dared to tread. 


The proletariat wants to criticize the old world as a whole. But abusing and toppling old 
things is not the end. Nothing can be toppled by being abused as far as old things, es- 
pecially those inthe ideological field, are concerned. 


That is to say, criticism and abuse are two different things. Regarding certain concrete 
things, criticism and inheritance are interrelated. Only by sorting out and assimilating 
the rational parts of old ideas and the old culture can we be filled with vigor and vitality 
and turn these old ideas and culture into a garbage heap. Only in this way can we negate 
all old ideas and culture and promote the proletarian new culture, 


Great leader Chairman Mao gave some specific instructions in this connection long ago. 

He called upon us to “learn from our historical legacy and critically summarize it by the 
Marxist method," Coming to the question of Confucius, he unequivocally opposed "forcing 
people to believe in Confucius! teachings as religious dogmas." He cited the old culture, 
including Confucius! thought, as "a target of our revolution." He emphatically pointed 
out that “socialism is many times better than Confucius! 'classics.'" He said also: 

"We should sum up and take over the precious legacy accumulated during the period from 
Confucius to Dr Sun Yatesen, This is of great help to us in guiding the current great 
movement," His attitude of making Confucius 2 target of the revolution and an object of 
inheritance shows respect for the dialectical development of history and is the critica. 
attitude of the proletariat toward the ideas and doctrines of the exploiting classes 

which had enormous influence in the past. We must recognize that attitude toward Confucius! 
thought is not a question of passively handling a variegated curio or a simple question 
of preventing poison, More important, it is a question of "guiding the current great 
movement" and, in the present stage, this is a major question of promoting proletarian 
culture. This question stubbornly exists whether or not we pay attention to it. It will 
play the role of promoting or impeding social progress, depending on whether we solve it 
correctly or incorrectly. We must not take it lightly. 


The "gang of four" also played an excellent role as teachers by negative example. As we 
all know, they tried their best to abuse and topple Confucius. But they abused him for 
the purpose of venting their class hatred against the great proletarian revolutionaries; 
they toppled him for the purpese of toppling many revolutionary leaders of the party. 
That is to say, just as those who formerly honored Confucius, they made use of Confucius 
“o play tricks. 


The ‘gang of four," who frenziedly attempted tc wipe out history, was completely wiped 
out by history. Having won a victory, the people in their hundreds of millions are ad- 
vancing on the road of a new Long March, The urgent task cf sorting out the historical 
legacy, sweeping away the pernicious influence of the "gang of four" and promoting pro- 
letarian culture is placed before us, allowing not a moment's delay, 
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The question of Confucius is a major one in this task, It is aiso an academic question 
that caused much controversy in the past. We should all make corzerted efforts to 
correctly assess this question. 


NORTHWEST BASIN TO BECOME AGRICULTURAL CENTER

[Text] Sining, 18 Aug (HSINHUA)--Tsaidam Basin on northwest China's Chinghai-Tibetan 
Plateau will be transformed into a mechanized agricultural centre within eight years, 
i+ was announced here recently. 


The third biggest inland river basin in China, the 200,000 square kilometre Tsaidam is 
known as a treasure house for its abundant hidden treasures, including oil, asbestos 

and coal, and for the vast expanse of virgin land which is estimated at 200,000 hectares. 
Last year, First Secretary Tan Chi-lung of the provincial Communist Party Committee made 
an inspection tour of this area 300 kiloretres west of Sining, the provincial capital. 

On the basis of the on-the-spot investiga*ions made by this and other leading officials, 
the committee has fixed a plan to further exploit the natural resources there. As a 
first step in the fulfillment of this long-term task, people will in the next eight years 
open up far more land than the total of 48,000 hectares oper.cd in the 28 years since 
liberation. A special commission has been set up to take charge of land reclamation 
under the provincial leading group for the overall development of the basin. 


Tsaidam is endowed with favourable farming conditions. There are more than 3,000 hours 
of sunshine a year and there is a sharp variation between day and night temperatures. 
The snow-clad mountains of Kunlun, Chilien and Altyn which surround the area provide an 
inexhaustible source of water for irrigation. There is alundant underground water to be 
exploited. The basin has no less than 40 perennial rivers and a stili greater number of 
lakes. 


Despite these conditions, farming existed before liberation in only a few small villages 
on the southern and eastern fringes of the basin, where there were 666 hectares of land, 
producing a mere 0.75 tons of grain per hectare. The rest of the vast, barren basin 

was inhabited by 10,000 nomadic herdsmen of Tibetan, Mongolian and Kazakh nationalities. 


Since the mid-50s, the government has set upt six state farms, which are staffed mainly 
by demobilized armymen and school graduates from elsewhere. While engaged in animal 
husbandry, the herdsmen have also learned farming. The area now has 48,666 hectares, 
producing an average of 75,000 tons of grain a year. 


Many state farms and people's communes have be: ome known for their good harvests. An 
example of this is the Hsiangjiteh farm, which had a per hectare output of 12.75 tons 
of spring wheat in 1976, and 13 tons in 1977.

at and above bureau director level of the county-subordinate organs to further study the 
Hsianghsiang Couny CCP Committee's experience circulated by the party Central Committee 

on reducing the irrational burdens on the peasants and the party Central Committee's 
relevant important instruction, In connection with the reality of their county and their 
own departments, the participants in the meeting criticized the "theory of noninvolvement,”

Since the Hsianghsiang County CCP Committee's experience and the party Central Committee's 
relevant instruction were circulated, party organizations at all levels in the county have 
quickly studied, publicized and implemented them, Principal leading members of the county 
and commune party committees have gone deep into basic-level units to conduct investigation 
and study.

For example, their charge for cement 
No 300 was the same as for cement No 400, Industrial losses in some factories were shared 
among the peasants. The financial and crade front noted that, while procuring agricultural 
and sideline products, some basic-level commercial, supply and marketing units downgraded 
products, obtained more products than they whould have procured by turning the scales in 
their favor and brought down prices. When they sold commodities, weight of the commodities 
they sold was lighter than it should have been and the products were also adulterated. 

In work, they did more to grasp procurement but did less to help communes and brigades 
develop their collective economies and the commune members! household sideline production," 


In connection with the fact that policies were not implemented and the peasants! activism 
was suppressed, the comrades attending the meeting very profoundly understood: "Implementing 
the Hsianghsiang experience and reducing the peasants! burdens are indeed urgent tasks, 
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"Whether they are implemented well has a bearing on the consolidation of the system of 

the people's communes, on the implementation of the socialist principle 'to each according 
to his work,’ on the consolidation of the worker-peasant alliance, on the improvement of 
the work style of the organs and cadres and on increasing the peasants! activism. In the 
final analysis, it has a bearing on the speed of agricultural development and on whether 
or not the four modernizations can be realized."

We must also pay atten. -n to c™prehensively maxe use of hydroelectric 
resources for electricity generation and irrigation and of reservoir water for forestry 
use, grain and fruit production and animal husbandry. We must also do well in managing 
hydroelectric power stations. 


"In developing hydroelectric power, we must do well in grasping the key link of ex- 
posing and criticizing Lin Piao and the gang of four.

[Text] Sian, 14 Aug--The isotope section of the Northwest Water and Soil Conservation 
and Soil Biology Research Institut. is actively developing research on the appiication 
of atomic energy to serve industrial and agricultural production. 


Application of atomic energy tecmology in industry, agr_culture, medi in: and cther 
fields has great possibilities. Scientific and technological personnei wr the isotope 
section of the Northwest Research Institute carried out research first on raJtiation 
breeding. In the past few years, hey have given radiation treatment to more than 7,79 
samples of crops, forest grass, fruit trees, vegetables, medicinal herbs, silkworms and 
mulberry leaves, bacteria and insects for more than 310 communes and brigades and more 
than 200 research and educational units in the northwest region of our country. The 
units in Shensi Province alone have already bred nine new wheat varieties with more than 
100 promising new strains and superior single plants have also been developed of rice, 
rape, corn, sorghum, cotton, millet, and bean crops. Next, according to actual needs, 
they developed research on the proper radiation dosages to cause changes in different 
crops and for different breeding purposes and have made new progress. 


The comrades in this section have also performed research On how to use radiation in 
industrial production. Chlorine is an important chemical industry raw material, and a 
deadly poisonous gas. The quantity of liquefied chlorine in storage tanks is hard to 
measure and this adversely affects planned production. It is also unsafe. Therefore, 
how to measure liquefied chlorine is a pressing problem in chlorine-alkali chemical 
industry production. The section carried out investigation and study in related factor- 
ies and, in light of the fact that liquefied chlorine absorbs radiation, began research 
on an automatic measuring device. Comrades participating in the research gave up their 
spring festival and other holidays, successively conducted nearly 1,000 experiments and 
finally produced an automatic liquefied chlorine measuring device. After installation 
and use, the device has performed well. The workers call it the “eyes of the workers. " 
In this field they have filled in a blank for our country. 


They also helped the Shensi No 1 woolen textile mill solve the problem of woolpack sterili- 
zation by radiation. Wool carries a type of brucella, and long exposure to this brucella 
will cause a disease in humans. The factory tried many different methods without success. 
When the scientific and technological personnel of the section learned about this, they 
cooperated with related units, carried out several hundred experiments and proved that 
radiation can kili the brucella in the woolpacks without damaging the quality of the wool. 
They cooperated with related units, jointly carried out research on arranging radiation 
sources Over a large area and on designing radiation protection, and helped the textile 
mill in successfully building the relatively large industrial cobalt 60 radiation device 
in our country. For this they were commended by the National Science Conference. 


In addition, the section has developed research on changing properties of chemical materi- 
als by radiation for the textile industry, food storage, the effect and residue of 
synergists of nitrogenous fertilizers, the effect of spiral shaped houttuynia cordata [lo 
hsuan yu hsing tsao 5828 2467 7625 5206 5679] in speeding bneam protuction, residual 
insecticide in cottonseed oil, radioactive contamination of farmland, and so forth, and 


has obtained specific results.
